Newmarket was one of the 
first Ontario centres to adopt 
electric street-lighting. This was 
recalled by the visit to Newmar- 
ket this week of Mrs. M. H. 
Bingeman (Fanny Recsor), of 
Winnipeg, a daughter of B. F. 
Reesor, who owned and oper- 
ated the town's first street-light- 
ing plant in the late eighties. 

Mrs. Bingeman v/as accom- 
panied on her visit to Newmar- 
ket by her daughter. Miss Eliza- 
beth Bingeman, Toronto. 

It was 21 years since Mrs. 
Bingeman had been in Newmar- 
ket and she dropped into "llie 
Era office to find out where the 
post office had gone, 

"My father's flour mill was 
burnt down in 1887, and within 
the year he started an electric 
light plant," Mrs. Bingeman re- 
called. He also started a chop- 
ping-mill, she said, v/hich she 

thought was run by v/aler- 

pov/er. She v/as not sure whether 
the light plant v/as operated by 
water-power or by steam. 

"Fairy Lake" was in those 
days known as "Reesor's pond." 

Mrs. Bingeman said that in 
18!*2 her father sold his properly 
to the Office Specialty Co. and 
the family moved to Lindsay. 

Her father started another elec- 
tric light plant there, and Mrs. 

Bingernan's b r o t h e r, Walter 
Reesor, is now manager of the 
Hydro-Electric plant there. 

Mrs. Bingeman moved to 
Winnipeg in 1920. 

The Light, Heat and Power 
Co. v/as formed to take? over 
control of the electric light 
1 plant, v/hich is now a part of the 
| Office Specialty buildings, from 
Mr. Reesor, O. E. Tench, Queen 
St., who v/as S2 years old last 
April 19, told The Era. 

"Chas. Lundy, J. K. South, Dr. 
Stuart Scott, Andrew Robertson 
and myself formed the com- 
pany," said Mr. Tench. "Mr. 
Reesor had put in street lights 
about 1WJ3. They were arc 
lights. The current jumped 
across two carbon points and 
made a very strong light." 

Mr. Tench said that Jus com- 
pany extended the power sys- 
tem to homes in Nev/market. 
However, the company folded up 
in a few years and was taken 
over by the town. 'Hie plant 
v/as later purchased by the 
Office Specialty Co. and the 
town then built its present 
waterworks. 

Reesor'. s chopping-mlll was 
j'ight where the Office Specialty 
engine-room is now, C. F. Willis, 
Newmarket clothier, told The 
Era. Rcesor's light j>lant v/as 
operated both by water-power 
and by steam, and supplied car- 
bon arc-lights on the streets and 
also in the Methodist church, 
Mr. Willis said. 

The tov/n took over the light j 
plant and moved it to the pres- 
ent distributing plant site at the 
V/ater- works, he said.

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From remotest antiquity men 
have built shrines and written 
histories. It seems, indeed, a 
necessity for man to commemor- 
ate events.

much of the past that would else 
have been a closed book. Noth- 
ing can be said with certainty, 
though supposition has been rife 
and argument prolonged and

They stood there wfien Joseph, 
under Pharoah, ruled Egypt; 
they saw the enslavement of the 
children of Israel and their tri- 
umphant departure under Moses; 
they stood there when Joseph 
and the infant Christ, with His 
mother, fled to the land they 
dominated; and they have seen 
the old temples fall into ruin to 
give place to mosque and church. 

But they and the tombs and 
temples have yielded up some of 
the secrets of the past to those 
who could read their records, 
and they still stand— the last of 
the seven wonders of the ancient 
world, to confound scientists 
with their construction and to 
give point and life to tales of the 
mighty kingdom that once bor- 
dered (he Nile. 

What would we know of Baby- 
lon and Assyria if it were not 
for the tablets which have been 
found among their ruins, and 
what would we know of the his- 
tory of the Holy Land and the 



other men journeyed there to 
stand a moment and pay tribute 

to those who, having done with 
time, yet left behind them some- 
thing to follow them into eter- 
nity. 

And so many churches — 
churches small and churches 
large — all warm with the pray- 
ers of people — people humble or 
people great — who had brought 
there their perplexities and 
laid them down, confident that 
help would come and strength 
to bear, if need be — have gone 
too. 

St. Paul's Cathedral, built by 
the great Sir Christopher Wren 
and as much a part of the Brit- 
ish Ides as our sovereigns, the 
Guild Hall, where countless 
mayors have held sway, the Brit- 
ish Museum, that repository of

men asked "Why, 



ever feel at home in heaven— it 
will be so different?", and the 
answer was, "If we care for the 
worth-while things here and try 
to cultivate them in ourselves 
and others; if we love beauty in 
lives, in nature and in art, we 
will carry all that with us and 
we will be at home when we lift 
the veil— that will be the reward 
for whatever of self-denial and 
loss of ease, the following of the 
precepts of the Sermon on the 
Mount has caused us." 

Rewards are of various kinds. 
Some still believe in "an eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth," 
and perhaps that has been the 
hardest concept for many to get 
away from. 

The reward. for giving up re- 
venge is, I suppose, commensur- 
ate with the effort, giving as it 



doe's peace of mind and heart. 
But this war is fostering the feel- 
ing of the old "eye for eye' — 
how can it help it, when one sees 
the rights of the helpless dis- 
regarded and cruelty unchecked? 
But as peace once more 
spreads her wings over the 
world, a better understanding of 
the madness which has played 
havoc with the morals of two 
nations may be given us, and our 
feeling will be that a new cru- 
sade of the cross will have to be 
carried into these lands now 
darkened by the evil power of 
a few maniacs. 

I suppose that is Christianity. 

First the cleansing of these 
lands from the fever growth of 
Nazism and Fascism, then the 
introduction of the oil and wine 
of brotherhood. A fever 
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as Spot, roused from slumber by ' why?" and, for a time at least, 
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faith in one God, if men had not — on each and all of these 



been impelled to v/rite of the 
gradual leading up, all through 
the Old Testament, to the birth of 
the Saviour of the world? And 
all these old, old records have 
survived and been cherished, and 
each generation in every civilized 
land has added memorials of art; 
whether it be writing, painting, 
sculpture or building, that when 
their generation shall have be- 
come the past, men may, by 
these means, read of each era 
and be able to have a fair pic- 
ture of life as it v/as then. 

Many shrines in Franco and 
Belgium were desecrated during 
the last war. Cathedrals, which 
represented in stone the patient

All the little homes laid waste 
by German airmen have become 
shrines of something so well 
worth fighting for that men and 
women and little children lay 
down their lives to preserve it. 

When this war is over, we'll 
build shrines again — to com- 
memorate the heroism, the trials, 
the significant happenings of our 
era. It is strange that, no matter 
how great the pillage and van- 
dalism of the conquerors or 
aggressors since war began, al- 
ways SOMETHING has been left 
to tell of the life lived in that 
place. 

Napoleon's army defaced many 
Egyptian temples, but enough 
were left to tell a talc; the Span- 
iards sacked and ruined the 
Ineas, but in the jungles temples 
and palaces .still tell of the glory 
of their past; Home and Athens 
have been sacked and pillaged 
but some great and beautiful 
memorials still stand. 

It must be meant that there 
shall be a continuity of record 
from past to present, and that 
no matter how thorough the 
vandalism of the attacker, 
enough will he left from which 

to; read tho .story of the past 
Every shrine stands for some- 
thing — the wayside cross, the 
humble chapel, the great cathed- 
ral, the splendid museum or lib- 
rary, the memorial hospital, the 
home, tho graves of those who 
have gone to join the great 
majority— all these speak! 

They speak of effort, of love, 
of care for others, of the desire 
to perpetuate something, and 
they write the record of their 
times. Without shrines and rec- 
ords we would be poor indeed. 
We can only hope the shrines we 
build after this war will be those 
to commemorate a peace, just, 
lasting, and, above all, Christian.

To every neutral satellite or conquered 
country it is obvious our victory is ... to their 
plain advantage." 

Speeches like Mr. Eden's, if distributed in Ger-' 
many, will be a mighty factor in winning the 
war.

"With only five months gone, 
most departments are running 
close to the limit of their budgets/' 
Deputy-Reeve C. E. Sparks, the 
finance chairman, warned the 
council on Monday. 'They'll have 
to bo careful." 

Estimates showed the fire de- 
partment, streets, materials and 
Indigent patients allotments prac- 
tically used up. Relief has cost 
$*U1.?S out of a budget estimate of 
3t>"5. This amount will, of course, 
be decreased rut on actual expendi- 
ture when the provincial govern- 
ment's share is received. The cost 
for May, which included some 
April bills, was $101.52 for 11 per- 
sons still on the rolls. 

Town Treasurer C. A. Willis 
showed S37.-I76.23 had been received 
in current taxes and $3,973.77 in 
arrears. Dog taxes had brought 
$13-1, fines and costs $66.41 and the 
arena account showed a surplus of 
$001.27. 

With expenditures and receipts 
about equal, a transfer of funds 
from the water and electric light 
accounts was made. The water- 
works department hod $6,000 on 
hand. It owed In debentures 
S3.078.70 to the electric light de- 
partment, upon which it was pay- 
ing interest. Upon suggestion of 
the department chairmen, Coun- 
cillors Boss Linton and A. A. 
Cook, the waterworks paid off the 
amount owing to the electric de- 
partment, and In return the elec- 
tric department agreed to make a

Tho association price of milk to 
producers .shipping to the Toronto market is $2.40 per hundred- 
weight delivered at tho dairy. For the period 1926 to 1929 the 
average association price at Toronto was §2.69 per hundredweight. 
Moreover, the latter price was more remunerative to tho fanner 
than the difference in figures would indicate because a portion of 
each farmer's supply today is paid for at the surplus milk price, 
which is very much lower than the association price of $2.40.
